supremacy in the Eighteenth and early Nineteenth Centuries were tem­ 


poral In character, this other force was compelling 
the expression of 


eternal verities which thunder and echo in our souls, though the king­ 


doms of the world are fast disintegrating. 


Between the birth of Haydn in 1732, and the death 
of the poet 


Goethe in 1832, lies a century of musical accomplishment unmatched in 


the history of the civilized world for its intrinsic splendor and its un­ 


paralleled influence. It is not amiss to mention Goethe in this connec­ 


tion, since his “Faust” had already moved Lindpainter to compose a set­ 


ting first presented at Stuttgart in June, 1832, even lf we are most 


familiar with the Berlioz “Damnation of Faust,’’ first given in 1846, and 


the Gounod music of an 1859 premiere. Poetry and music arc equally the 


children of rhythm. The majority of the books in Mozart’s small library 


were volumes of verse from which he had chosen lyrics to put to music. 


The musical situation in Europe of that day was intensely dramatic, 


ss we look back upon it.

esteem, in the very years when the Teutonic masters were beginning to 


follow the divine inspiration of their souls. The death of Johann Sebas­ 


tian Bach in 1750 left no hint to his younger contemporaries of these im­ 


mortal treasures set down in the church organist's productive years at 


Weimar and Leipzig.

the IOO years between 1732 and 1832 not only witnessed the rise of a new 


nationalistic fervor in Europe and America, but felt the surge of a vast 


emotional power. While the alignments and realignments 
of 
political 
supremacy in the Eighteenth and early Nineteenth Centuries were tem­ 


poral in character, this other foroe was compelling the 
expression of 


eternal verities which thunder and echo in our souls, though the king­ 


doms of the world arc fast disintegrating. 


Between the birth of Haydn in 1732, and the death 
of 
the poet 
Goethe in 1832 lies a century of musical accomplishment unmatched in 


the history of the civilized world for its intrinsic .splendor and Its un­ 
paralleled influence. It Is not amiss to mention Goethe in this connec­ 


tion, since his “Faust" had already moved Lindpaintcr to compose a set­ 


ting first presented at Stuttgart in June, 1832, even lf 
we are most 


familiar with the Berlioz “Damnation of Faust,’* first given ’n 1846, and 


the Gounod music of an 1859 premiere. Poetry and music are equally the 


children of rhythm. The majority of the books in Mozart's small library 


were volumes of verse from which he had chosen lyrics to put to music. 


The musical situation in Europe of that day was intensely dramatic,

One m ans bore may be another mans 
panion. In the simplest terms, a bore is someone whose 
wearies one, either because of IU dullness, IU repetitions, its length or 


its Irrelevance. 
G . K . Chesterton has written an article on the general subject OI 
bores. He observes that two kinds of boredom exist. One is “only a sort 
of somnolence;” the other is “a definite irritation.” Pointless conversa­ 
tion, no matter how rambling, may be soothing. But the ’ dread, dead­ 
ly and destructive Bore" may be known by the fact that “it takes him 
1,000 years to get to his own point; and, second, that he cannot realise 
that everybody else has got beyond that point." Mr. Chesterton alw 
believes that “ there is a responsibility for being bored as well as a re­ 
sponsibility for boring. . . the person who has easily allowed himself 
to be bored it very likely to be a bore ” 
Plenty of people these days complain of being bored by this or that 
in particular, or life in general. They seem to expect that their lament 
calls for sensitive souls to be subject to the utter stupidities of this world. 
Mr. Chesterton admits that it would take “the mystical charity ot 
St. Francis, the elemental universality of Walt Whitman, the Insatiable 
curiosity of a great psychologist and the rabid romantic ardor of a real 
born reporter” to make anything out of some conversations. "For in­ 
deed there is something dark and aboriginal about the Bore; he belongs 
to chao* and old night, before the shapes and colors were created. Hts 
mind lies in the midst of modern civilization, like some huge dark swamp 
that swallows every living thing, on the very edges of which all move­ 
ment is clogged and retarded, in the midst of which all 
swift 
and

that primordial Nothing, still waiting to uncreate the world."

lage. 
Before th a t tim e he refused to 
w ear shoes except in the coldest 
w eather. His health began-to fail 
when he adopted footw ear as a 
regular item of dress.
